The search for a missing 
Kinston man ended last week 
when authorities recovered a 
body from a nearby pond. A 
short time later; three arrésts 
were made in conjunction to the 
man’s death, 

Joseph Delane Finkley, age 
39, of Kinston was reported 
missing by family members on 
Jan, 1, 2005. At that point a joint 
investigation between the 


Kinston Police Department, . 


Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department, 12th © Judicial 
Circuit - District . Attorney's 
Office and the Alabama Bureau 
of Investigation began. 

During a press conference 
held last Wednesday, Jan, 12, 
officials said they had recovered 
a body believed to be that of 
Finkley. The body was found 
floating ina pond on the proper- 
ty where Finkley was last seen. 
That pond had already been 
searched twice by divers. 

At the time of the press con- 
ference, officials said they were 
still awaiting positive identifica- 
tion following an autopsy by the 
Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences in Mobile, 
Ala, They also hoped the autop- 
sy would determine the actual 
cause of death. 

Early on in the investigation 
of Finkley’s disappearance, offi- 
cials-said-they-believed he could 
be a victim of foul play. During

Responding to those citizen 
concerns, officers went to the 
residence, located at 1697 
County Road 408, last Tuesday, 
Jan. 11, and Whitworth said 
their arrival sent two females 
running, He said both Krystal 
Dawn Hudson, age 22, of 
Kinston, Ala., and Olivia Evie 
Foley, age 23, of Elba, were 
apprehended in the backyard of 
the residence after they tried to 
flee on foot, 

Inside the residence, officers 
found two males, Kenneth 
Michael Queen, age 42, and 
Richard Charles Smith, age 40, 


* both of Elba, They also found 


plenty of evidence of the sus- 
pected drug activity. 

Whitworth said the officers 
recovered approximately 3,000 
Ephedrine pills along with 
numerous items associated with 
the manufacturing of metham- 
phetamine, He said they also 
recovered approximately five 
grams of methamphetamine, one 
ounce of marijuana, two semi- 
automatic rifles and approxi- 
mately $2,500 in U.S. currency. 

Whitworth said the four sus- 
pects each were arrested and 
charged with unlawful manufac- 
turing of a controlled substance 
first degree (methampheta- 
mine), unlawful possession of a

Alabamians urged to eat healthy. » «Editorial by Congressman Terry Everett 


The United States is a world 
leader in fat. Taken together as a 
percentage of the whole body of 
citizens, America’s population of 
overweight persons leads the 
planet and Alabama is no slouch 
either. Our home ranked in the 
top ten of most obese states as 
recently as 2001 and this disturb- 
ing trend hasn't likely abated. 
Last week, the Federal govern- 
ment released new guidelines for 
healthy eating which is hoped to 
encourage all Americans to take 
better care of themselves, 

On January 12, U.S. Secretary 
of Health and Human Services 
Tommy Thompson — joined 
Agriculture Secretary Ann 
Veneman in announcing the 
“Dietary Guidelines for 
Americans 2005.” The publica- 
tion, which is now in its sixth edi- 
tion, includes the latest science- 
based advice to’ promote health 
and reduce risk, of chronic dis- 
eases through nutrition and phys- 
ical activity. 

The matter of Americans’ 
expanding waistlines has not 
been lost on medical researchers 
studying the prevalence of chron- 
ic disease in our society and 
therefore is the primary focus of 
the new Federal eating guide- 
lines. Over two-thirds of 
Americans are overweight or 
obese and more than 50 percent 
of the nation doesn’t exercise 
enough. Obesity places one at 
greater risk for chronic disease 
including diabetes, heart disease, 
‘and stroke. The United Health 
Foundation’s 2004 State Health 
Rankings scored Alabama near 
the bottom (43rd in the nation) 
citing smoking and ° obesity 
among the top risk factors for 
death in the state. Over 62 per- 
cent of Alabamians are over- 
weight or obese. 

According to information pub- 
lished on-line by the Alabama 
Department of Public Health, the 
Alabama age-adjusted death rate 
rankings for obesity-related’ dis- 
eases are very high nationally - 
topping out at 5th in the nation 
for heart disease, 7th for. stroke, 
and 10th for diabetes, The data, 
which was compiled by. the 
Alabama Center of Health 


\ 


Statistics, notes that white males 
in our state constitute the highest 
percentage of overweight, while 
black Alabamians number the 
highest as a percentage in obesity. 

Equally disturbing is the trend 
toward obesity among 
American's children. As recently 
as the year 2000, it was estimated 
that 15 percent of the nation's 
youth ages 6 to 19 were over- 
weight. In Alabama, a 2002 study 
by the State health and education 
departments found that 17 per- 
cent of the 822 youths between 
the ages of 9 and 13 were at risk 
for being overweight and another 
27 percent already were over- 
weight. Children get their eating 
habits - good and bad - from their 
parents and other adults. It is 
therefore vital that healthy eating 
be emphasized for all Americans: 


The new Federal dietary guide- 
lines, which can be accessed via 
the Internet at 
http://Mealthierus, gov/dietary guid 
elines, offer advice on what foods 
Americans can consume to satis- 
fy nutritional needs and achieve a 
healthy weight.
